ORTY years ago you could get along fairly well without education,

The adult education movement 
started Eastern Nova Scotia 1930. has produced more than 
1,000 study groups there alone and New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland have adopted the same idea. The University 
St. Francis Xavier alone has more than 30,000 adult study club 
members. 

Times are surely changing. Comparing the schools forty 
ago like comparing 1920 Ford truck with 1938 automobile.

All 
ladies must aware the fact that sewing circles have reputation 
for spreading scandal; and such reputation just, community club 
which takes its main aim—promotion friendliness—could easily 
ruined. However, the planting each group public spirited citizens 
who would take upon themselves the responsibility checking the truth 
all harmful gossip the time its utterance, can forestall any 
possibility injury. 

This project has meant great deal work for those who have 
assumed some responsibility for its promotion, but the returns have 
more than compensated them for any extra work they have undertaken. 
What far more important the fact that this scheme has seemed 
have achieved some small way the propagation friendliness 
ideal community life. has been adventure friendliness and 
such has paid rich dividends fine community spirit.

ONE derives from music the greatest possible pleasure and 
benefit who does not least try make music some form 
for himself; nor can any ear acute would 
otherwise not also one way another performer. Dozens 
people come every month enquiring whether think 
for them study music—to study it, that is, with view 
performance. some cases what they have mind concert career, 
which case affirmative answer can very, very rarely given, 
unless the enquirers are very young and obviously talented. But one 
fond music always worth while study seriously and 
try, with however little technical success, make for oneself. Above 
all worth while able make music with others, even when 
there audience, for music the most social the arts. 

example the form which such purely amateur music-making 
may take, might mention the recent growth Home and School Club 
Choirs various parts Ontario and doubt also other provinces. 
had the pleasure shortly before Christmas hearing about twenty 
such choirs and conducting their combined forces—over 400 mothers 
school children, few whom had enjoyed any previous experience 
singing. only hope will not long before the fathers follow their 
good example. They will not regret the time and effort expended. 
Anyone with ear can take part amateur choral singing with com- 
paratively little instruction, but suggest that for the less musically 
equipped members, special periods devoted instruction sight 
reading and the elements vocal technique, breathing, diction and 
allied matters. 


Festivals Music 


years ago, includes chapter Music and the Drama which very 
properly stresses the Competitive Festivals which bulk large the 
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musical life Western Canada. should like add that there are 
about fifty local festivals held annually Ontario, least two the 
Maritime Provinces and large and newly organized Festival 
Montreal. While school music perhaps the most outstanding feature 
many these, the grown-ups—especially the amateur grown-ups 
have many cases learned much from them. When the pot-hunting 
spirit prevails possible that they more harm than good 
especially those who win—but when competitors enter with view 
primarily increasing their knowledge and enlarging their abilities, 
they may, and usually gain great deal. One also interested 
their effect the public. The experience hearing several performances 
the same work followed the critical remarks the judge (whether 
you agree with him not) cannot fail sharpen your own critical 
instinct. Moreover, you learn discern the varied qualities the 
music itself, and you find very soon that, while good music stands 
well under the test frequent repetition, poor music soon begins 
pall. Those most experienced will tell you that the success festival 
depends primarily the selection the music and the selection the 
adjudicators, and only secondarily upon the ability the entrants. 
The competitive (or for that matter the non-competitive) festival 
therefore valuable aid adult education music, but only long 
the pot-hunting spirit kept under restraint. 


Make Music for Yourself 


ROM amateur instrumental study, great deal satisfaction may 

secured. true that not many people who begin the study 
instrument adult years attain any great degree facility, yet 
even limited command instrument may open world interest 
many amateur. would thousand pities if, through the 
dissemination radio programmes music making the home were 
decay: for some years looked though that would the case, but 
here, too, there are indications reaction.
